LONDON, June 24.—Should King Edward 
die, George Frederick, now the Prince of 
Wales, known as the Sailor Prince, will 
be England's King. 

George was born at Marborough House 
June 3, 1865, just 17 months after his eldest 
brother, the late Duke of Clarence. The two 
lads entered the navy together as cadets 
June 5, 1877. They spent two years on the 
training ship Britannia, and then started 
for a three years’ voyage around the world 
on the Bacchante, They were accompanied 
by a private tutor, the Rev. Mr. Dalton, 
who prepared for the press“ a work. oo- 
tensibly written by the young princes, giv- 
ing descriptions of countries visited by 
them. 

There is evidence in these pages that the 
yovng men had occupied their minds to 
some serious extent with the troublous 
colonial question. A passage on the West 
Indies is cited in evidence. The authors 
imagine one of the heroes who conquered 
these islands arising from the waves and 
asking modern Ungland. What have you 
dane with these islands which we won for 
you with our précioug blood?” and in an- 
swer England is. forced to acknowledge 
We have misused them and neglected 
them, till at the present moment we are 


ignorant and too helpless to govern them 
as a dependency of our over-burdened col- 
onial bureau in London.“

Since the conquest of England by William the Conqueror, 30 men have reigned in England. 
Fd@ward VII is directly descended from 14 of his male predecessors on the throne. His crown 
comes down to him lineally through William thehe Conqueror, Henry I, Henry II. John, Menry 
III, Edward I, Edward II. Edward III, Edward IV, Henry VII. James I, George 1, George 
II and George HI. There are, of course, many persons in his line of royal descent who did 
not wear the crown, and quite a number of them who eufféred for 
Edward VII is descended from Richard, Duke of Cambridge, who was beheaded, and from 
that Richard, Duke of York, who laid his hand won the throne, both worthy of a better 
fate than the bloody ax. He is also deacended from that James IV of Scotland who fell on 
the fleld of Floddeu, and from the guilty and unfortunate Mary Stuart. 

Between Bdward III and Edward IV there had been four monarchs from whom the present 
King is not directly descended; between Edward IV and Henry VII there were two, and 
between Henry VII and James I there were four.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—When the res- 
toration of the White House, now just 
begun, is finished—perhaps about Dec. 1— 
the historic residence of the Presidents will 
conform as nearly to the plans adopted for 
it by Washington as the architect, Mr. Mc- 


Kim, can make it. 

It is his purpose to make over the man- 
sion according to the plans which would 
have been followed a century ago had cir- 
cumstances permitted. The plans being 
used for this work are the original draw- 
ings. ‘The only modification of these plans 


will be due to changed methods of heating, 
illumination and construction. 

The original plans for the White House 
contemplated providing for the President 
a residence, and nothing more. The plans 
now being executed will restore the house 
as a residence, and a small brick office 
wuilaing connected by a 8 with 
the main building snd aint white, in 
keeping with its surroundings, will provide 
an office for the President and his clerks. 

This building will be entered from Seven- 
teenth street, opposite the state, war and 
navy building, and is there that all 
official business callers on the President 
will go. This office bullding is regarded 
as temporary, to be used until the Pred#i- 
dent has an a * office building 
north of the White House grounds and on 
one of the sites that surround — 
Park, all of which have been indicated by 
the park commission as ultimately to be 
used oon public buildings 

The removal of the offices of the Presi- 
dent from the White House is regarded as 
necessary for reasons aside from — .

business. A preliminary examination of the 
buildigg has shown r the portion of the 
house devoted to e offices of the 
dent is weak, and it is necessary to relieve 
the beams from the weight that has long

Death had robbed the face of some of the

He shows that the average earpings of the miners are less 
than $300 a year, while the ccst of the necessaries of life has 


greatly advanced. 


He refutes the statement that the productive efficiency of the 
miners is less than it was before the advance of 10 per cent in 
their wages. On the contrary, the government reports prove 
the production per miner is greater than it ever was. 

He points out that while the operators refused to raise the 
wages of the miners on the ground that it would increase the 
price of coal if per cent and thus work a hardship on the pub- 
lic, the price of coal has been advanced $1 per ton, with no
